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THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 


The Northwest Territories consist of all Canada north 
of the 60th parallel of latitude and the islands in Hudson Bay and 
Strait, James Bay, and Ungava Bay, with the exception of the Yukon 
Territory and the northern extremities of the provinces of Quebec and 
Newfoundland. The land area is approximately 1,250,000 square miles, 
over one-third of the area of Canada. It is divided into three districts, 
Mackenzie, Keewatin and Franklin. The territory is administered under 
the Northwest Territories Act by a council consisting of a Commissioner 
and nine members, five of whom are appointed and four elected. 

The population of the Northwest Territories is about 19,000 
of which Eskimos and Indians account for practically two-thirds. The 
District of Mackenzie has nearly twice the population of the Districts 
of Franklin and Keewatin combined. Most of the non-native population 
lives in the southern part of the Mackenzie District. 

Administration of the Northwest Territories is carried out 
by the Northern Administration and Lands Branch of the Department of 
Northern Affairs and National Resources, under the Direction of the 
Commissioner of the Northwest Territories, who acts in the dual capacity 
of Commissioner, and Deputy Minister of the department. He, in turn, 
receives instructions from the Minister of Northern Affairs and National 
Resources and the Governor-General-in-Council. 

The Indian Health Services of the Department of National 
Health and Welfare are responsible for health services for Indians and 
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residents of the Northwest Territories. Resident health officers are 
stationed at various points in the more populated parts while in more 
remote areas emergency treatment is by air. Becidenta of the Territories 
receive, of course, such social benefits as Family Allowances, Blind 
Allowances and Old Age Pensions. Hospitals and Nursing Stations are 
listed in Appendix "A". Natives of the Western Arctic requiring 
specialized treatment are evacuated to the Charles Camsell Indian 
Hospital at Edmonton, Alberta, while those from the Eastern Arctic are 
cared for at hospitals in the provinces of Ontario, Quebec and Nova Scotia. 

The Department of Transport maintains and operates weather 
and radio stations at various points. Those situated in the Northwest 
Territories are listed in Appendix "B", 

The responsibility for education of Eskimos and Indians living 
in the Northwest Territories is shared by the Department of Northern 
Affairs and National Resources and the Territorial Government. Tie cost 
of providin: education to Inuian and Eskimo residents is paid by 
Northern Affairs while the Territorial Government meets the cost for all 
other residents. Residents of the Northwest Territories, irrespective of 
race, attend the same schools. These are listed in Appendix "C". 

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police are responsible for the 
maintenance of law and order in the Territories and have detachments at all 
settlements of any size. Apart from their normal police duties the members 
of the Force carry out a number of administrative functions for various 
federal departments. Tiese include the distribution of Family Allowances and 
Old Age Pensions, the issuing of relief, and census taking. 
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To meet rapidly-changing conditions in the Arctic, Northern 
Affairs has appointed Northern Service Oificers to some of the 
more important eenbres of population. It is not intended that 
these men take over the functions being performed by the R.C.M.Police, 
Their work is to coordinate the activities of all field organizations 
so as to make the greatest use of resources available and to improve 
economic and living conditions among the Eskimos, The N.S.O. is the 
Senior Field Representative of the Department of Northern Affairs. 
His work is directed towards placing more responsibility for the 
conduct of local affairs in the hands of the Eskimo people. In 
addition to Northern ee Oificers and teachers, Northern Affairs has 
a Welfare Officer at Aklavik Spa diwinsten Bay and a Director of the 
Rehabilitation Centre at Frobisher Bay in the eastern Arctic. The 
listing of officers in Appendix "D" is subject to change but the locations 
where they are serving is not, except that new ones may be added. 

Sea transportation in the Northwest Territories is 

provided principally by ships of the Hudson's Bay Company and the 
Department of Transport. Tue Northern Transportation Company, Hudson's 
Bay Company, and the Yellowknife Transportation Company, maintain tugs 
and barges for the transportation of freight along the Mackenzie River. 
Canadian Pacific Airlines provide scheduled passenger and air freight 
services in the District of Mackenzie as far as Anlavik while a number 
of charter companies operate throughout the Territories. Aircraft of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force meet defence requirements and make 
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emergency flights to the more remote areas, 

The Northwest Territories Game Ordinance governs the hunting 
of game animals, fur-bearers and non-migratory birds. A warden service 
is maintained in the Mackenzie District and the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police act as game wardens in other areas. The Scientists and Explorers 
Ordinance requires those intending to carry out scientific or exploratory 
work in the Territories to secure a licence from the Department of 
Northern Affairs and Nutional Resources in Ottawa. The Archaeological 
Sites Ordinance governs the conditions under which archaeological 
investigations may be carried out. 

The Huuson's Bay Company is the principal commercial enter- 
prise in the Northwest Territories operating trading posts and a small 
fleet of boats to carry supplies to the various posts. The posts in 
Arctic areas of the Northwest Territories are listed in Aypendix "E",
